God proposes and men dispose! 


Do you remember this diction that says: “Men propose and God disposes?” Today we will 
see the total contrary of this diction: “God proposes and men dispose”. 


What do I mean by this? Today God proposes to create but men have the power to dispose of 
this proposal and they object to it. The word “create” is normally use with God only. In other 
words, only God has the power to create anything He wants. In one of my posts, I already 
talked on that and I said that it is not God who creates, but a man and a woman do it. Man 
gives sperm and woman gives ovule. When these two fuse, we have a fetus which develops 
into a baby. 


God Himself confesses that there are other creators than Him: 
23/14: So blessed is God, the best of creators. 
37/125: Do you call upon ba'l and leave the best of creators. 


Who are these creators? Does God confess that there are other creators than Him? Logically, 
YES! The message is addressed to human and automatically, these other creators are among 
them! But what have man created? 


I am personally convinced that men are also creators because they create fetus from their 
sperms and the ovules of women. It seems that God has given them this permission. 


God opposes to this idea (that men can create) and He makes us understand that there is no 
creators except Him: 


7/191: Do they associate with Him those who create nothing and they are created? 


13/16: Or have they attributed to God partners who created like His creation so that the 
creation [of each] seemed similar to them? 


16/17: Then is He who creates like one who does not create? So will you not be reminded? 


16/20: And those they invoke other than God create nothing, and they [themselves] are 
created. 


19/9: It is easy for Me, for I created you before, while you were nothing. 
19/67: Does man not remember that We created him before, while he was nothing? 


22/73: Indeed, those you invoke besides God will never create a fly, even if they gathered 
together for that purpose. 


25/3: But they have taken besides Him gods which create nothing, while they are created. 


30/40: Allah is the one who created you, then provided for you, then will cause you to die, 
and then will give you life. 


31/11: This is the creation of God. So show Me what those other than Him have created. 


35/3: Is there any creator other than Allah who provides for you from the heaven and 
earth? 


52/35: Or were they created by nothing, or were they the creators? 


56/59: Is it you who creates it, or are We the Creator? 


Then God shows that other than He can create: 


3/49, 13/26: Indeed I have come to you with a sign from your Lord in that I create for you 
from clay like the form of a bird. 


In these verses, we find that God created us form nothing but in a previous post, I showed to 
you that God created us from eleven elements. In hadiths, that I have already mentioned, we 
find that God created women from ribs. Do you understand this contradiction? Once He said 
with nothing, once He mentioned eleven elements and once He mention ribs for women. 


In addition, the verses give us the impression that God only is the Creator, isn’t it? But in 
other verses, it gives us the impression that there are other creators beside Him. Do you 
understand this contradiction? 


Other examples of judgments are found in these verses: 
7/87; 10/109; 12/80: And He is the best of judges. 
11/45: And You are the most just of judges. 

95/8: Is not Allah the most just of judges? 


Here, we find that God mentions other judges beside Him, but He says in other verses that He 
is the only judge and no one has the right to judge: 


6/57; 12/40, 67: The decision is only for Allah. 
6/62: Unquestionably, His is the judgment. 
28/70, 88: And His is the [final] judgment. 


Does God accept to have other creatures judging others? And people say that judgment 
belongs to God only? Let us reply in the affirmative, then how can He accept that there are 
men who can create? We have men who judge others like them. We have magistrate and 
judges who give judgment in court according to their cases. We have to accept their 
judgments. So I ask: Where has gone the uniqueness of God? 


Some people say that judgments are of two types: Shar’i and literal, as if God is concerned 
only with the Shar ’i meaning and men are concerned with the literal meaning! 


Let us come back to our subject: 


Abortion (the termination of pregnancy) 1s a greatly debated subject in the world. We have 
countries which render it legal whereas others say no. In those countries which refuse to 
legalize abortion, we have women who do it in secret. We have specialized clinics in this 
domain. In a day, they can do hundreds of abortions. 


The title of my article is based on this context: “God proposes and men dispose.” Once there 
has been fusion of the sperm and the ovule, the fetus start developing. But can we eliminate a 
fetus in development? Muslims say no because God has decided to create a baby. But has 
God Himself created this fetus? I don’t believe so! 


It is a man (the sperm) and a woman (an ovule) who are behind the creation of a fetus and 
consequently a baby. God has nothing to do in it. We have women who perform an abortion 
in the beginning, there are those who perform it in the middle of his/her development, and 
still there are those who get rid of the baby after birth, either by leaving him/her in the 
hospital or in a dustbin. Does God authorize all these when He has created the fetus in the 
womb of a woman? Is He really who created this? 


This is because I believe that there are other creators than Him, that why He said: 
23/14: So blessed is God, the best of creators. 
37/125: Do you call upon ba'l and leave the best of creators. 


Today, we live in a modern era and in the field of creation, men have proposed many means 
to prevent it from happening. We have family planning and birth control, the use of condom, 
and different means for women to control birth: temperature of the body, getting rid of the 
matrices, use of pills etc. etc. Men are proud of their discoveries and they do not know that 
they are facing God, the Master Creator! 


All these all meant for one thing: Prevent God from creating if He is really the creator! That’s 


what I call: “God proposes and men dispose 
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Summary: 

1. God says that He is the best of creators. Do we understand that there are also other 
creators beside Him? What have they created? 

2. God says that He created man with eleven elements, but then He created him from 
nothing: 
19/9, 67: It is easy for Me, for I created you before, while you were nothing. 
52/35: Or were they created from nothing, or were they the creators? 
In a separate article, I will deal with the eleven elements that God created man from 
and you will find how many contradictions there are in them. 

3. You give Him partners like wali, dead persons, graves, shrines etc., and they cannot 
create because God is supposed to have created them all. 

4. God challenges everybody and request them to prove what they have created (the 
partners). 

5. God confesses that there are other judges who can judge people. 

6. Nevertheless, He said that He is the only judge! 

7. With all these contradictory texts, we ask: where in the uniqueness of God? 

8. Abortion is a means to kill what God has created, according to the belief of the 


majority.
